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(Claim 1) wherein said microcontroller sends I/O read data to a virtual microcontroller, 
and wherein said I/O read data is processed by an instruction in the virtual microcontroller, said 
instruction is followed by a conditional jump instruction that resides on said virtual 
microcontroller [...] wherein said virtual microcontroller has means for detecting said I/O read 
data, and further has means for computing a speculative conditional jump address before a 
condition for said conditional jump instruction is satisfied after receipt of said I/O read data 

(Claim 6) a virtual microcontroller operating in lock-step with a microcontroller, 
comprising: detecting an I/O read data sent by said microcontroller, wherein said I/O read data is 
processed by an instruction in the virtual microcontroller, said instruction is followed 
immediately by a conditional jump instruction that resides on said virtual microcontroller; after 
receipt of said I/O data, computing a speculative conditional jump address before a condition for 
said conditional jump instruction is satisfied 

(Claim 14) a virtual processor operating in lock-step with a device under test, comprising: 
detecting an I/O read data sent by said device under test, wherein said I/O read data is processed 
by an instruction in the virtual processor, said instruction is followed immediately by a 
conditional jump instruction that resides on said virtual processor; after receipt of said I/O data, 
computing a speculative conditional jump address before a condition for said conditional jump 
instruction is satisfied 

In combination with the other claimed elements.
